In tbn House aud Senate. 

Washington. Feb 13— Tl.c cere- 
mony of counting the electoral yote 
for president and vice prtaident ''cast 
•t the election in November took 
place In the hall of the house of rep- 
resentativ(>s at a joint session of the 
house and senate. I'he method of 
counting the vote Is prescribed with 
great deUil hj the statutea and was 
followed literally. Great crowds 
thronsc'd the k i'Ii n- s to witness the 
interesting spectiicie. At 12:45 pro- 
ceedings In the house were suspended 
and live rows of seata upon the right 
of the hall were vacated for the mem- 
bers of the aenate. At one nilnute be- 
fore 1 o'clock Colonel Ransdcll. ser- 
geant-at-arms of the aenato, appeared 
at the main door opposite the sfpeak- 
•r'a deck and announced the praaldent 
pro torn and members of the senate. 
Menvbers of the house arose to receive 
them, while pages ciurlcd to the 
clerk's desk the caskets in which the 
•lectoral returns were deposited. 

Senator Frye, president pro tern of 
the senate, ascended the rostrum and 
lcol< ilis place at the right of Speaker 
Henderson to preside over the joinl 
ae88l<m. Immediately below Speaker 
Henderson and Senator Frye at the 
clerk's desk were the tellers of the 
two houses, Senators Chandler of New 
Hampshire and Caflery of l.ouisiana, 
and Repreaentatlvna Orosvcnor and 
Richardson of Tenneasee. flanked on 
either hand by the secretary of the 
senate, Mr. Bennett, and the clerk of 
the house, Mr. McI)owell. Still h» low 
them on the floor the other ofllcers 
Of the house and senate ranged them- 
■alvea In front of the marble rostrum. 
Senator Frye rapped for order, when 
all were seated. "The senate and the 
house of representatives of the United 
States." he announced, "are in Joint 
■eaaion, pursuant to the constitution 
and laws of the Tnited States, for 
opening the certilicates and counting 
the votes of electors for president and 
Tlce president of the United States. 
If there la no objection, the formal 
portions of the certificates will be 
omitted." After the vote was can- 
vassed President I'ro Tern Frye de- 
clared William McKinley elected pres- 
Mant and Theodore Rooaevelt vice 
president of the United States, and 
dlaaolved the Joint meeting of the 
feOUM and senate. 

In the Senate.

ciiicaKo. Feb. i8.-^r8. Nation Tto- 
ited about a dozen aaloona and %aked 
tka proprietors to attend her mass- 
meeting of saloonkeepers. She was 
then driven to the Cook County Dem- 
ocracy ball at the Second UeRiment 
armory. She looked at the dancers 
a few minutes and left without mak- 
ing any remarks. Mayor Harrison, 
who had led the grrand march earlier 
In the evening, had just left for home 
a few minutes before the arrival of 
Mrs. Nation. Mrs. Nation got back 
to her hotel at 2 a. m. and went to bed. 

It la aafe to say the aaloona of Chi - 
C41KO, and the tenderloin district in 
particular, will not be visited further 
by Mi-3. Carrie Nation of Kansas. 
Physical exhaustion and an almost 
comrplete loss of her voice, caused by 
her outdoor s;)eakinB the past few 
• la.vs and her tour of the leveo Tues- 
<! i> night, confined Mrs. .N'.itinn to her 
rooms until the hour set for her aii- 
pearance at Wlllard hall, and com- 
pelled her to give up her plans for fur- 
ther personal visits to the siloons. 

The meeting at Wlllard liall ended 
Mrs. Nation's brief lecturing tour. At 
10 p. m. she started for Topeka. Kan., 
where she is to stand trial for saloon 
wrecking. In order to reach Topeka 
In time for trial she will not stop .it 
Kansas City, where she intended to 
lecture. "1 am sorry for that," said 
she; "I believe I could do a great de tl 
of good In that city. It needs a stir- 
ring up." Mrs Nation's program for 
the day included a call on Mayor Har- 
rison and a heart-to-heart talk with 
Chief of Police Klpley. but found 
neither In when she called. 

When Informed of Mrs. .Nation's in- 
tention of visiting him Mayor Harri- 
son said: "1 will not see .Mrs .Nation. 
I don't understand that the Kansas sa- 
loon amaaher has anjrtblng of Interest 
to the city of rhifago to impart, ,ind 
inasmuch as I am a very busy man 
I don't see my way clear to listen to 
her. Chicago had a taste of anarchy 
In Haymarket Square aome yeara ago 
and I believe the city cares for no 
more of It in the shape of Carrie Na- 
tion and her hatchet. Meanwhile the 
police, If they are obeying Instruc- 
tions, are enforcing the midnight clos- 
ing ordinance and the beat thing Mrs. 
Nation can do is to hurry back to 
Kansas." 

Hundreds of letters, some threaten- 
ing, many commendatory, and not a 
few encloalng amall amounta of mon- 
ey, are being received by Mrs. Nation. 
Among them was one from "Battle 
Ax Paddy" Gleasim, former mayor of 
Long Island City, in which the lattc'r, 
after congratulating Mrs. Nation on 
her work. Invited her to coma to New 
York, and placed hla battle ax at 
her disposal. 

Alioui l,,'j()o people, a lar^e majority 
of them women, were crowded Into 
the little auditorium of Wlllard hall, 
when Mrs. Nation, escorted by several 
local Woman's Christian Temperance 
union leaders. pus!ie<i her way down 
the aisle to the platform. So great 
was the crush In fact that the meet- 
ing waa haatlly adjourned after Mits 
Nation and one other had spoken. 
Many women, crushed in the strug- 
gling mass around the door, fainted 
and were taken out with great diffi- 
culty. Cheera and applauae greeted 
Mrs. Nation, as the latter stepped on 
the platform and untied her bonnet 
strings. Her speech waa frequently 
applauded. 

Men ^uin.Mi .t .'^■iloona 
Wlnfleld. Kan.. Feb. 18.— A crowd of 
men. woman and boya amaahed a aa- 

loon here. The boys were mostly stu- 
dents from the Methodist college at 
Wlnfleld. The saloon waij completely 
wrecked. Charles Schmidt, a brother 
of the proprietor, waa cat ob the, head 
with a hatchet and severely Injured. 
Shota Were fired by both sides. Bmmo 
Denny was hit in the mouth by a bul- 
let or a piece of glass, it is not known 
positively which Charlea and Henry 
Schmidt, who were In the aalocm at 
the time of the raid made a ahow of 
resistance. Charlea drew a revolver, 
and was cut In the face with a hatchet 
wielded, he says, by the Rev. Frank 
Lowther. The wildcat excitement fol- 
lowed the raid aad aeveral atreet fights 
Lave taken place. The situation is 
serious and Mayor Allbrlght has called 
a meeting of the council to consider 
means for the preventing of trouble.

Washington, Feb. 18— The general 

iurvi>y of foieigii trade introductory 
:o the volume on Commercial Uela- 
tions with the United States." whiih 
formed the subject of special letters 
from the president and the secretary 
of state to congress, has just l)i'( n pub- 
lished by P'rederick T. .Morey, head of 
the bureau of foreign commerce and 
so(kpller of this matter in the shape 
of a special number of the advanc ' 
sheets of tonsillar reports. 

"The question of the future," says 
the publication. is wlutlier we can 
hold the position we seem about to 
gain by means of our economy of pro- 
duction, greater labor etilclency and 
sheap raw materials, or whether we 
shall have to arm ourselves with 
weapons especially fashioned for con- 
trolling foreign trade, such aa more 
scientific export methoda, better facil- 
ities of banking and transportation, 
more liberal credit^, and manufacturf 
for particular markets, with intelli- 
gent regard to climatic and race re- 
qulrementa." 

According to United States treasury 
returns the Imporbj of this (ountry tor 
last year in round numbers amounted 
to $830,000,000. and the exports to 
$1,478,000,000. an increaae of over $30.- 
000,000 In the import trade aa com- 
pared with the preceding year, and of 
$202,480,000 in exports. 

On the whole it appears that no- 
where does the United SUtes appear 
to disadvantage In foreign trade. The 
bureaa's statement elo.ses with warm 
commendation of the zeal of United 
States (onsul oncers al>road in pre- 
paring and transmitting tlndr reports.

Lon<!i<ii. I'ei, 1:;. The lord mayor, 
the bheritia and aldermen, robed in 
masarin gowns, accompanied by civic 
officers, sword li> arers. mace bearera 
and other attendants rode in state 
carriages to St. James palace to pre- 
sent to the king a loyal address on 
behalf of the city of London. 

The king and the Duke of Cornwall 
and York, attended by their aultea, 
n ached the palace shortly after noon. 
The ceremonial waa the same as is 
observed at a levee. All the princi- 
pal ofllcera of atate were preaent The 
king wore the uniform of a field mar- 
shal and the Duke of York WOrt A rVBT 
admiral's uniform. 

His majesty was received at the en- 
trance by the great officers of atate. 
waa conducted to the throne room and 
received the address. His majesty 
varied the cust(unary pr<Kedure. In- 
atead of merely handing a reply he 
read It in a clear, firm voice, as fol- 
lows: "1 am much gratified at your 
loyal and dutiful addresses and the 
zeal ,iiid affection tiiey testify for my 
throne and peisoii. It is a great con- 
solation to me in my grief to know 
of the wide and heartfelt sympathy to 
which you give consolation, and I will 
ever cherish the recollection of the 
memorable i-eign of my l)eloved moth- 
er, renowned in our annals alike for 
the progress of the people In prosper- 
ity and refinement and for their ever 
widening and deepening attachment to 
our government and institutions. Tht; 
ancient city of London, alike illu.stri- 
ous by its history and by the efforts 
of Its enterprising citiaens, haa ever 
been foremost In responding to the 
call of duty and in devotirm to tlie 
intcri'sts of the empire, and I feci cer- 
tain its future will not belie its glori- 
ous past. 1 humbly Join in your prayer 
that the blessing of Almighty Qod 
may be continued to myself and my 
consort, and 1 conHdently hope the 
efforts I uill nialie to fulfill the ex- 
pectations of my happy and loyal peo- 
ple will, under divine guidance, pro- 
mote the welfare of my empire and 
the prosperity of all classes of my 
subjeits." 

The king's reply to the address of 
the London county council waa of 
similar tenor, but also included refer- 
ences to the improvements of I./)ndon. 
His majesty said he was confident the 
London <i>unly council would not 
alackeu its efforts to deal with the 
many difficult questions, "especially 
the proper housing of the working 
classes, in which I have always taken 
the deei)cst personal interest." 

The hour fixed for opening in state 
the first parliament under the reign 
of King Edward VII la 2 o'clock 
Tburaday afternoon.
